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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS © 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. ‘This report deals with the 
Plaistow Schools for the school year July 1, 1945 to June 30, 
1946. It is accompanied by vital reports by Mrs. Soule 
and Mrs. Thompson. 

Again I am presenting information about our schools 
.in statistical form. Many facts of interest can best be 
shown in this manner. I commend these tables as well as 
the reports of our special supervisors to your attention. 

There have been no changes in the teaching staff 
since my last report. We are fortunate in rea the 
services of fine teachers. 

The enrollment last year was 244 as compared with 
228 the year before. The school attendance averaged 91.79 
percent of the membership. Twenty-two boys and girls 
completed the work of grade eight and all of these entered 
high school with hardly an exception. The Good ee 
medal was awarded to James R. Carter. 

During the war, America’s educational system made 
vital contributions to victory. Now in peace time, the task 
facing our schools is to help make that victory secure for 
tomorrow’s children. To do that effectively our schools — 
must be equipped to meet new needs and responsibilities. 
The most essential and necessary improvements lie in the 
fields of organization, program, personnel, and finance. 
Resolved into details they will include all the problems that 
affect or limit school efficiency. 

The Crisis in education is well known due to informa- 
tion given both by press and radio. This information is 
fortunate. The public is conscious of the situation and this 
gives promise for the future. Teachers’ low salaries and 
over-crowded class rooms are in evidence generally. There 
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is a very great shortage of trained elementary teachers. 
There is only slight relief in sight for the next three or 
four years and a severe shortage is indicated over the next 
five or six years at least. 

Substantial salary increases are due devoted teachers. 
They are a must in order to interest teachers as new ones 
are needed. Also higher salaries than those now given, 
as well as a greater appreciation, generally, of the real 
worth to society of services performed by good teachers, 
must become evident before substantial numbers of high 
school graduates will enter Teacher Training Colleges and 
thus relieve the shortage. Better buildings and better 
equipment are a common problem. 

Visual education has a great opportunity to aid educa- 
tion in every school district. The armed services made 
every effective use of filmstrips, models, maps, charts, 
slides, and motion picture films in their training program. 
This effective wartime use of visual aids is giving new 
impetus to the use of similar materials in our schools. Most 
teachers need to learn more about the use of these devices 
and more funds would be needed to finance this work. The 
improved methods of instruction would more than justify 
the effort. 

Last summer the silent motion picture machine owned 
jointly by the five school districts which make up our 
Supervisory Union, was exchanged for a Bell and Howard 
16m.m. sound machine. Each school should have its own 
machine, but until this time comes we are pleased with 
what we have. I had hopes that each school could have 
two films on Geography and History each month. But we 
have not been able to keep this schedule. The Pollard 
School has a substantial fund available and should have 
its own machine soon. The Pollard School lacks an audi- 
torium but the Town Hall has been available on occasions 
of general assembly. 

We hope that it will be possible, next year, to have 
an art teacher working in the schools on art, much the 
same as Mrs. Thompson does in music. The present broad- 
scope of art as a school subject is in great contrast with 
the “Drawing” in many school programs. The major pur- 
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pose of art education, today, emphasizes the development 
of the enjoyment and appreciation of art in every phase of 
daily living for all pupils. Art education still includes 
instruction in the manipulation and use of various art 
mediums, but solely for enjoyment and for creative self- 
expression. ican 

Standardized achievement tests were given during the | 
year to the children in grades one through eight. The Otis 
Mental Test was given to all in grades four. The results 
of these tests are of great assistance to the teacher in 
better planning the work for both individuals and the 
group. In most instances our median achievement has 
been at or above the standard set up by that test. 

The Pollard School has fresh milk delivered daily. The 
pupils can order chocolate or white milk. We try to in- 
fluence the children to drink the white milk. About fifty 
percent of the pupils order milk daily. Most of them are 
pupils who have to stay for lunch, although others order it 
to drink at recess time. From September 9, 1946 to Jan- 
uary 10, 1947, 7,101 half-pint bottles of milk were used at 
the school. 1,912 were white milk and 5,189 were chocolate 
milk. , 

Business and Manual Training are taught to the seventh 
and eighth grade boys at the Pollard School. They have two 
periods weekly of 75 minutes each. Junior Business is 
taught the first half-hour of each period. This is to prepare 
boys of junior high age to be business-conscious and under- 

standing in the world that they live in and are soon to take 

an active part in. Subjects like: Transportation of People, 
Insurance. (Personal and Industrial), Salesmanship; Bank- 
ing, Money; and Credit are studied and discussed. The rest 
of the period is devoted to Manual Training. They make 
all sizes of airplanes. The awkward boy learns that by 
patience and hard work he can become skilled in using his 
tools. At Christmas time candle and evergreen holders 
were made from birch wood. Bookends, plaques, and watch 
charms were also made for Christmas gifts. We are for- 
tunate in having a room in the basement to work in. All 
the boys enjoy this period very much. 

This year the class was divided according to grades, 
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for Home Economics. During the first half of the year 
the girls devoted their time to cooking. The eighth grade 
group concentrated on luncheons and the seventh grade on 
breakfasts. Each week. they would prepare one dish for 
their particular meal. At the end of the course each group 
prepared several complete meals. Special attention was paid 
to correct and attractive table setting. The girls had an 
opportunity of operating a pressure cooker when Mr. 
Charles Johnson donated corn to be canned for the P. T. A. 
hot lunches. Gifts such as mittens, socks, toys, head bands, 
dresser scarfs, and luncheon sets were made for Chritmas 
presents. The Sewing Class has now started and this is 
also divided into two groups. The girls of grade eight 
will complete a project of pajamas and dress while grade 
‘seven will concentrate on making aprons and skirts. 

The cesspool and’ dry wells connected to it were built 
probably about twenty-five years ago. The dry wells have 
- given out and are being replaced by new ones. This could 
not be postponed, since toilets could not be used after the 
cesspool was full. The dry wells were worn out and would 
not take the overflow from the cesspool. This will make it 
necessary to raise extra money for this work. I hope this 
can be cared for by an emergency appropriation which 
would make the funds available at once. We look forward 
to the time when it will be possible to varnish at least parts 
of the interior of the building. The exterior also needs 
paint. 

Our Parent- Teacher Association continues as a vital 
factor in the work of the schools. On a national, state and 
local basis, this organization during the past fifty years 
has done much to help the cause of better and more 
effective schools for the children. The school lunch during 
the winter and the sponsorship of the summer playground 
have been a great help. When one realizes what the play- 
ground program has done for the boys and girls, one can- 
not but advocate its continuance. We wish to express our 
appreciation to the P. T. A for this and other assistance. 
During Book Week, the library furnished the film “Tom 
Sawyer.” It was shown in the Town Hall and was enjoyed 
by the children. The library and Mrs. Cook, have worked 
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closely with the teachers furnishing books and encouraging 
reading. 


In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of the 
fine spirit of cooperation on the part of the School Board, 
the Teachers, Local Organizations and the Community.

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REPORT OF THE PLAISTOW BOARD OF EDUCATION 


To the citizens of the Town of Plaistow, N. H. 
Greetings:- 


We believe that the public should be better acquainted 
with the problems that come before their school board and 
the manner in which affairs are administered. We trust 
that our reports will be studied and that we may receive 
the helpful cooperation of all interested citizens. 

I expect this report to be my last as chairman of your 
school board and wish to express my appreciation for the 
privilege of serving for many years. 

If the reader will review our printed report of 1946, 
it will be noted that an extended program of repairs and 
improvement was advocated. Not very much has been 
accomplished to date along those lines. Minor repairs only 
have been made for matters of greater importance, not 
anticipated a year ago, have required our attention and 
made heavy demands upon our funds. 

Last fall a representative group of teachers met with 
the board to request salary adjustments. The need for 
teacher salary increases has developed and is pretty well 
understood the state over. Your board made as satisfactory 
a settlement as possible with the small balance at hand and 
made further commitments for anticipated revenue for the 
coming fiscal year. 

We have faced a near fuel crisis, and are still working 
on the problem of an overtaxed school transportation route. 

An emergency situation arose in the failure of the 
school sewage system. In December waters from the septic 
tank backed up into the boiler room. Fortunately good 
weather during the Christmas vacation made it possible 
to reopen school on schedule. In January surface waters 
filled the vaults and school was temporarily closed. These 
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conditions must be at once corrected as they constitute a 
threat to the health of the community. We plan for a new 
and larger field of drainage at once and it must be paid for 
thru an emergency or special article in the school warrant. 

Due to the pressure of outside business interests, our 
janitor resigned the second week in February and to date 
the settlement of that problem is not complete. School 
board members have spent considerable time in the Bele 
ment with shovel and broom. 

Our budget for 1947-’48 is the largest in the history 
of the district. Several budget items are of a necessity © 
up 25%. We are but following the trend of the times and 
are only in line with other towns and cities the state over. 
If this budget is approved and administered as planned, the 
board of another year will, no doubt, recommend an appro- 
priation for painting and other extensive repair. We 
predict that it will not be long before a stronger demand 
will be made upon the districts in this state for financial. 
aid to pupils attending secondary schools and for their 
transportation to such schools. 

It is generally known that legislation is now pending 
in Concord, fostered by the State Department of Education 
and supported by educators everywhere, which seeks to 
increase the state aid to school districts. Should such 
legislation be enacted, we may presume that we have 
reached the peak of local expenditures and such a relief will 
be needed and appreciated. 

In concluding I would like to touch upon one or two 
subjects which should be of local interest. 

School board members in recent years have been re- 
quired to attend annual meetings of the supervisory union 
held in the several towns therein. This year a state school 
board association has been organized and members have 
found it necessary and helpful to attend these frequent 
meetings. 

Ideas and information are received and exchanged and 
common problems are studied and worked out. These 
activities are voluntary and at no expense to the district. 

There has always been some confusion in the minds of 
parents about the closing of the school in bad weather and

emergencies and the local telephones are pretty busy. May 
we explain that if the weather is such that the teacher 
and transportation can reasonably reach the school it will 
_be open for sessions. No one can safely fortell at 7:30 
A. M. what will develop during the day. We hold with the 
authorities in several other communities that the parent 
has the privilege and is the final judge in keeping the child 
at home in real bad weather. The no school signal will be 
sounded if possible at 7:30 when we decide that it is 
necessary. | 
| We beg to remind you again this year that the real — 
program of education is in the hands of the state depart- 
ment and the superintendent and for a report on that we 
refer you to that of our Mr. William J. Nelson. We are 
convinced that with the ever increasing complexities of his 
office which have taxed his efforts to the utmost, the several 
school boards in the union were indeed wise in retaining 
his services. He has indeed been most helpful. |
